tries.

he said: "We are met to exercise one 
ol the hislieat privileges of onr citizen- 
ship. As trustees of 7,000,000 of vot-

and territory it 
Ibo union, it be- 


comes our duty to formulate for tho in- 
spection of the people the beliefs and 
purposes of our party relative to living 
political questions of note and impor- 
tance, and choose that man for a leader 
under whose guidance we fe.-l we shall 
be most sure of establishing that belief 
in the form of laws.

had jnst been settled. 


Indian Territory was not called, al- 


though delegates were present claiming 
the rich* of representation. It in under- 
stood that this matter will bo decided 
later on. 
At the conclusion of,the roll call the 


convention adjourned till to-morrow. 


MLNNHAPOLIS, Jane 8.—The convention 


was called to order at 11 'AS a.m. 


Nebraska presented the chairman of 


the convention with n gavel. 


A wild scene ensued when E. C. Lock- 


•wood of Idaho, of the committee on per- 
manent organization, presented the name 
of Governor McKinley of Ohio for per- 
manent chairman. 


Fessenden of Connecticut, Spooner of 


Wisconsin and Mahoneof West Virginia 
were appointed a committee to escort 
McKinley to the chair. 


A magnificent ovation groeled the ROV- 


ernorwbenhe Etepped opon the plat- 
form. 
He proceeded to deliver a brilliant 


speech, punctuated by enthusiastic ap- 
plao.se.. Among other things he said: 
"The *-Republican convention! mean 
something; they have always meant 
something; they declared their princi- 
ples and policies and purposes, ind when 
entrusted with power they execute and 
enforce then." 


He was followed by Fred Douglai. 
Various 
resolutions and petitions 


which had bsen soot to tbe clerk's desk 
were then refeired to the committee on 
resolutions without reading. 


McKinloy then said the next thins in 


order is the nomination of candidates for 
President. 


Senator Callnm rose and was greeted 


by loud applause on the supposition that 
the distinguished Illinoiesn had risen to 
place someone in nomination. Cnllom 
eain, however, that ha rose merely to 
question the regularity of proceeding to 
tlie nominating speeches before adopting 
the reports of the committee on creden- 
tials and reaulutionfl. 


A ginned at tho rules showed thtt 


nominations could not be made until the 
reports of the committee were received. 


Chairman Foriker of the committee 


on resolutions asked and was granted 
further time. 
The roll for the nomination of national 


couimitteemeu waa called. 


The report of the committee on rules, 


making the rul a of the ttlty-firat con- 
gress the rules of the convention, was 
adopted. 


A unuiber of memorials and resolu- 


tion! were presented and referred. 


At 12:50 o'clock tha convention ad- 


journed until 11 o'clock tomorrow. 


MINNEAPOLIS, June 9.—It was nearly 


li :30 when Chairman McKinley rapped 
the contention to order and announced 
that the Ilev. William Eraat, counsellor 
of tbe University of South Dakota, would 
offer prayer. 


After prayer tbe chairman called for 


the report of the committee on creden- 
tials. 


Chairman Cogswell announced that 


the committee was making diligent pror- 
resa, and askud for further time.

Referred to 
the committee on rnlea. 


Ex-Uoveruor Bewail of Jvew Jersey 


moved that a recess he taken until 3 
o'clock, pending the report of the com- 
mittee on credentials. 


The Harrison men objected to this, 


and Laweon of New York demanded a 
riaing vote. 


Pennsylvania, New York and Ohio 


were notably in favor of an adjournment, 
while Wisconsin, Missouri and several 
Harrison stales were opposed. 


After & careful count of heads Chair- 


man McKinloy eaid: "Yeaa 407, nays 
200, and the convention concludes to ad- 
lourn until S o'clock this eveninn." [Ap-

The standing vote in the affirmative 


was very large, and it seemed that it 
lad been carried by a practical una-

The Evening Session. 


The first evening session of the He- 


publican convention was characterized 
ay the same eager interest on the part of 
visitors and delegates which was re- 
marked at.tbo previous session. 


Juet before the hour of meeting a re- 


port was circulated that the Harrison 
iianagers were discussing tho advisa- 
bility of taicing a ballot at tonight's ses- 
sion. 


The report of the committees on cre- 


dentials and resolutions were known to 
be ready for presentation, hut just what 
was to occur this evening was uncertain. 


AtK:30 p.m., an half hour after thn 


Lime for the meeting of the convention, 
it had not yet been called to order. 


Every seat in the great auditorium ap- 


peared occupied, snd as some enterpris- 
ing advertiser distributed fans to every 
individual in the vast audience, a .mag- 
nificent sight was presented by 12,000 
'ana waving in time to the music of the 
sand. 


At this juncture Chairman Cog-gswoll 


of the credentials committee made his 
appearance upon tbe platform, and as 
;hiB was a signal that this most impor- 
tant committee had concluded its labors, 
Lhe convention broke into wild applause. 


"Tbe convention will please come to 


order," eaid chairman McKinley. 


Chauncey M.DepewJ immediately ob- 


tained recognition, and in a neat speech 
moved to congratulate Hon. Richard W. 
Thompson of Indiana tin his 83rd birth- 
day, which occured today and invite him 
to the platform. 


The motion waa unanimously carried 


aud Mr. Thompson was escorted to the 
platform and expressed his gratitude in 
a short speech. 


Resolution admitting members of the 


G.A.R. to any seats in the convention 
unoccupied thirty minutra after tho 
opening of the convention was adopted. 


A message waa read from the mayors 


of Titusville and OH City announcing 
the distress and snflferiofr that prevailed 
in those two mandated districts, and 
making a public appeal for help. 


It was announced by the committee 


on credentials that a minority report 
would be presented. 


There was considerable escitement 


and a painful suspense while tbe two re- 
ports were being orally submitted ae to 
what would follow. 


The minority report 
recommended 


that twelve Harrison, delegates Ju Ala- 
bama, Mississippi and Louisiana be 
seated in place of the same number of 
Blame men given places on the tem- 
porary roll, and the minority recom- 
mended that tbe twelve Blaine men on 
the temporary roll be placed on tbe per- 
manent roll. 


When Chairman Coeswell moved that 


tha majority report be adopted he was 
loudly cheered by the Harrison dele- 
gates, and when Chauncy I. Filley of 
Missouri moved that the minority report 
be adopted, the applause which followed 
from the Elaine delegates told the gal- 
leries that the long expected fight be- 
tween the Blaine and Harrkon forces 
wasOD. 


Thfi chief point in Filley'a argument in 


behalf of tho minority report was that 
the regular organization of the party in 
the Alabama case bad boon barred from 
its rpgnlar place of meeting; by United 
States marshals, but Mossey of Delaware 
maintained tbat tho caeo was considered 
fairly upon its merits and that tbe re- 
ports should ba adopted. 


Knight declared that mostly tbe fac- 


tion rftcommflnded by the majority to be 
seated had, through federal officers, at- 
tempted to defeat the will of the people 
of Alabama. It was enongh that tlie 
Democratic partv suppressed the will of 
the peopie in the'south with 100,000 of- 
ficeholders; that was a warning to Re- 
publicans in party convention. He ap- 
pealed for justice io tbe loyal Repub- 
licans of Alabama. [Loud applause.] 


An intensified intercut waa lent to 


Knight's speech by the acknowledg- 
ment of if ectatora and delegates that ho 
waa to be the first man to second the 
nomination of Blaina later on. 
The 


vigor and eloquence which the Cftlitor- 
nian displayed captured tha great audi- 
ence from the outset, and when he con- 
cluded cheering followed. 


B. H. Bathea cf lllinoifl 
followed 


Knight and nude an allusion of (derog- 
atory nature to tho people of tbe section 
from which the contestant* came. It 
was a bud break and a large number of 
the gallery occupants hissed, and some 
cried 'Mown." Bathea became rattled 
at the reception his remark received. 


Tbe greatest interest waa mar-ifestnd 


when Colonel Daffieldof Detroit, Acer's 
mnrmzer, arose to speak in favor of the 
minority report. His action maa inter- 
preted aa meaning tbat the Altrnr people 
wore prepared to vote nuh tbe Blnine 
people. 


Thfrewna wild applause when Chatin- 


cey M. Tlepew RTOSB to support the ma- 
jority report, which he did briefly. 


Ex-Senator Miller of New York spoke 


for tho mnprity. Miller closed by mov- 
ing tbat the Cogswell report be divided 
and a vote taken on tbo Alabama part 
alone. 


At thin point Clarkflon and Plait held 


ft hurried MBiolUtio*. No on* who law 


it doubted that preparations were ia 
band for the first real test vote of the 
Blaine and Harrison forces. 


Tlie chair in^ed that Miller, having de- 


manded a division of the propositions 
involved in the minority report there 
could tweepamte votes taken. 


Both sidea were ready for a vote, and & 


storm of ayt»a greeted McKinley *'hen he 
asked if tlie previona question should be 
ordered. 


Before this waa done, however, the 


majority report in all cases where a mi- 
nority report was submitted waa adopted 
by acclimation. 
^ew Yoik and Pennsylvania delega- 


tions demanded a roll call and it was or- 
dered by the convention. 


When tb« buzz of polling the state del- 


egations bad subsided there was a sharp 
rap of the chairman's gavei and the 
clerk called the state of Alabama. 


In an instant Chaunt-ey Depew was on 


bis feet protesting against the nine sit- 
ting Alabama delegates—Elaine men- 
voting 011 their own case. 


Spoonsr supported Depew and Fassett 


rejoined for the Blaine Bide. 


The 
conteatfd 
Alabama 
delegates 


finally withdrew their claim to vote and 
the roll call proceeded. 


When it was finished a mighty yell 


greeted the auiouucementof Harmon's 
victory. 
The figures were 4(52,'^ ayes 


and 42R noes. 


The President's friends raised a great 


din. Cunee, bats, handkerchief^, any- 
thing that could be grabbed was swung 
wildly in triumph, while the dome 
eeeined to tremble with the terrific roars 
of applauee. 


An attempt to adjourn the convention 


at this interesting juncture failed. 
The 


hoar proposed was 10 o'clock in the 
morning, but it was decided by a sub- 
stantial majority to proceed with the 
business of convention without delay. 


Depew, leader of tbo Harrison forces, 


was asked if be was satisfied with thu 
test. *:Yee," he replied, "and we will ba 
i'o votes stronger on the main question." 


While the call of the roll was iu prog- 


ress the electric lights in the vast hall 
began to wane for n few seconds, and 
had it not been for the faint glimmer o!

A messenger waa hurriedly dispatched 


to the plantfnf the electric light compa- 
ny's lights. 


Mr. FasEettof New York Haid: "Ow- 


ng to darkness and tho danger tbat may 
iccur, and to the impossibility of doing 
*UEiuees, I move we adjourn until to- 
morrow morning ut. JO o'clock." 


Cries of "No! N'o!" 
After waiting for several minutes fnr 


lighte Miller of New York addressed the 
convention trying to secure an adjourn-' 
ment, but without success. 


At this point the,electric current was 


agaiu turned on and after an applause, 
caused by the additional light, had snb- 
lided the convention proceeded to busi- 
ness. 


When the roll call was completed the 


chairman announced the vote for the 
ninority report in tbe Alabama cases. 
The ayes were -123>», noes 463, and the 
motion was lost. 


A motion to adjourn failed to carry, 


and the roll was called on tbe adoption 
of the majority report on delejrates-at- 
arge from Alabama. Pennsylvania de- 
manded it, and "New York and Colorado 
seconded the demand. 
The vote re- 


onltsd 47li ayes and 365}£ noes. 


After disposing oi the report of the 


committee on credentials Foraker took 
!he platform to preecnt the platform to 
the convention, lie was received witb 
cheers. 


There being no objection the reading 


of the platform waa proceeded with. 


The platform waa adopted, notwith- 


standing the plea of Ht&cock to give the 
advocates of irrigation of arid lands in 
the weet a chance to be he*rd, and at 


tho convention adjourned till 11 


a.m. tomorrow.

IMPORTANT U1;KSTIO.-\S. 


The voters of this state will be called 


upon to decide several important ques- 
tions at the November election aside 
from the determining of who shall hold 
the offices for ensuing teruie. There are 
several constitutional amendments and 
acts which can only be vitalized by tin 
popular suffrage, the following 
brief 


synopsis of which was inaJe by the 
Tulare Register: 


The first that will appear on the bal- 


lots is known SB assembly constItutioual 
amendment No. 5. This ia amendatory 
of section 34 of article 4 ol the conatiiu- 
tion and provides tbat no appropriation 
bill, eave the general appropriation and 
deficiency bills, the latter being for sop- 
port of government and state institu- 
tions, shell contain umre than oiie item, 
definitely expressed. In the deficiency 
bill the governor may objsct to any 
item. 


The next is assembly constitutional 


amendment No. 7, providinc that a two- 
thirds vote of qualified electors of a 
county, city, town ur township may 
iocur-a debt to run for forty yeara. 


Senate constitutional amendment No. 


10 provides for extending the pessiun of 
the legislature to 100 days, and no bill 
shall bo introduced after 60 days without 
two-tnirds of the roembei's coneeut. 


Senate conetitulional amendment No. 


11 provides for giving the lieutenant gov- 
ernor Eomethit'g to do, making it bi-J 
duty to visit the etate institutions when 
the legislature is not in session and to 
matte reports to that body and to the 
governor. 


Senate constitutional amendment No. 


14 provides for cities of more than ^:3 10 
population fra::.ing and adopting ciinr- 
t^rs.

of the ueoplo to fund the debt of the 
state, and if rfitified takes effect sixty 
days after ntxt election. By this ai;i ihe 
governor, controller and treasurer are 
authorized tn iasua bonds not to eiceed

It ia clftsr they are hetter informed on 
such matters tbau ihe legislature could 
be. 


Tax Collector W.C. Guard has wasted 


to a shadow. lie has read nearly every 
law book in the city and was languidly 
turning the pages of the Criminal Code 
us the reporter entered hia office.

Guard said iu a sepulchral tone of voice 
that the official a had been Fmitten hip 
and thigh. In thefirrt place Judge Har- 
ris had decided against them and then 
the supreme court dealt them a cruel 
blow.

In all 
ten tunnels have been driven and, it is 
reported, 2,000,000 gallon* of water per 
day developed. One of the tunnels is 
1400 feet aud another 1200 fe«t above 
tide water. 
W. W. Dingee is at the 


head of the enterprise. 


The above is from the Rural Press of 


May 28th. The amount ol water ob- 
tained from those ten tunnels would 
keep 400,000 citrna trees perfectly irri- 
gated. The foothills of the Sierras.when 
properly tunneled, will give a better sup- 
ply of water than can be obtained from 
tbe lower hills about Oakland. Water 
so obtained Is free from malaria, weed 
seeda and lawsuits ; 'tia warmer than tha 
atmosphere In winter and it would 
modiiy the temperature and thus make 
a success of growing the moet tender of 
citrus fruits. 


An old friend of mine who has helped 


to engineer and dig 100 minim: tunnels 
says that ninety ol ihqne tunnels give a 
flow of water that if in the eitrna belt 
would pay bic interest ol the coat of the 
tunnels. 


We can obtain water by tunneling so 


aa to irrigate the eunflower flats in the 
Bierra foothills— places where auntlowera 
grow aa perennials— there not being frost 
enough to kill them year after year.

Death. 


THE 
CASE SOW BEINtt TBIED 


Opening Statement by Attorney H. H. 


Welsh-History of the 


Crime. 


From the DatlT ol WedowUj- 


The taking of testimony beRftn in the 


murder case of Paaqnal Feranni yester- 
day afternoon. It required all day Mon- 
day to get the jury, which is afl follows; 
W. W. Mflcben, H. D. Colfton, Joseph 
K. Fiihor, Owen Holmes, J. W. Beall, 
David Qaalli, Craigie Sharpe Jr., Joseph 
Wilkinson, A. Hall, George Kirkbam, 
W. B. Van Yleet and A. D. Olney. 


District Attorney W. I). Tapper and 


Assistant H. ii. WeUh are prosecuting. 
The defendant IB represented by Attor- 
neys W. J. Tinnin and M. Farley. Mr. 
Welah made the opening statement. 


The crime with which Fcranoi is 


charged waa committed at Firebaughs 
OD April 23d. ilia victim waa .Edward 
Tolle. FeMuni waft a stranger at Fire- 
banghs, having arrived theie only ten 
days prior to the murder. 


On tbe night of Aprid 23J Tolle, Fer- 


anni and others were ia a saloon at Fire- 
baoghs. Tolle was at the bar drinking, 
and referred to Foranni as an Italian 
bum. 
Feranni answered in kind and 


they came to blows. The barkeeper put 
an a. d to hostilities by ejection Tolle out 
of the back door. 


Feranni sat on a table iu the saloon 


for a while aa if brooding and then went 
outside. Several of the mon fearing a 
renewal of the quarrel followed him and 
'ound him standing at the corner of the 
honse, in the shadow, aa if waiting for 
eome one. They told Feranni, if he 
wanted to flght, to find Tolle and have it 
out with him fairly. Feranni thereupon 
went around the house, and coming into 
the saloon eaid ho could not find Tolle. 


The saloon was closed, and the next 


morning Tolle was found lying by the 
wall, cut iu four places, once in the tem- 
tlo, once in the back1 and twice in the 
ibdomen. He was not yet dead, and be 
old how he was hurt, saying that after 
ia was put out of the saloon, ha met Fer- 
anui by the water trough aud a fight 
nth Ssts waa begun, but Feranni began 
itriking him with a knife and Tulle 
nrned to run. Feranni followed him 200 
•nrdfi or more continuing to strike at 
liiu with the knife, till finally Tolla en- 
apod and soon sank down from exhaust- 
on. Ho crawled back to tho saloon, and 
leing unable to make anyonn hear him 
"IB lay out by the building all night, till 
ie waa found in tho morning. 


When Feranni was accused of the 


iriuie he did not deny it, but paid that 
JQ had tried to kill Tolte, and waa sorry 
10 had not flaccee.ded in doing so. He 
ubstautiated in nearly every particular 
be statement made by Tolle. 


Dr. W. J. Clino WAS tho first witness. 


He teetifie 1 SB to the nature of 
the 


wounds. Those in theab lomen were fatal, 
Tolle'a bowels rrotruding from them. A 
lumber of other witnesses were put on 
h stand to tell about the trouble in the 


-on and to prove that Furanni had 


confessed the deed. 


The court then adjourned until 9.30 


/clock this morning. The prosecution 
has two more witnesses to put on the 
itand.

The trial of Pasqual Faranni for tho 


murder of Kd ward Tolle WRS resumed 
vesterday before Judge Harris. 


The prosecution put on two witnesses 


o the quarrel aud then rested. 


The remainder of the day was uou- 
imed in taking tho testimony of Fer- 


anni, the defendant. He claimed self- 
defense. 


Feranni testified that ho went out of 


be ealoon at Firebaughs, after Tolle had 
>een put out, and was at the water 
.rough washing his face wheu Tolle 
:amo up and struck him three or four 
:imes with his n'nt. Knowing that Tolle 
was too strung for kiin, Feranni drew a 
jockot knife and struck eeveral times 
arith it, but not knowing whether he cut 
Tolle or not. Tolle turned to run aud 
Feranni pursued him. 


He was unable to overtake Tolle, and 


went back to the saloon and retired for 
the night. Wimeea said it was not his 
purpose to kill Tolle, but believing his 
ife in danger, he struck with hia knife 
*n self defense. 


H. H. Welsh made the opening argu- 


ment for the prosecution and was fol- 
lowed by W. J. Tiuniu and M. Farley 
for the defense. District Attorney Tup- 
pur rloseri for the prosecution. 


The case was given to thu jury at 5 


o'clock. Two hours later it returned 
into court and announced a verdict of 
murder of the second degree and recom- 
mended that the full penalty be given. 


The trial has consumed perhaps less 


time than any murder case ever tried in 
this county. It occupied the attention 
of the court two days and a half.

PCKPOBE OF OKGAXIZATIOX. 


Mr. Gordon suggested organizing not 


only for the purpose oi regulating wages, 
but also for tbe purpose of- establishing a 
uniform pack ami for placing it on the 
market properly. And this organization 
in order to be effective shsnld take in all 
the raisin producers of this part of tbe 
Btatn. If they don't organixe one man 
will do one thing and another man will 
do another thing and the business will 
be ruined. Two-thirds of the growers 
.•iight organize and establish rates and 
the other third would come into town 
and offer a gang of Chinamen $1.75 per 
day in order to get their crops qnickly on 
the market. That would destroy the or- 
ganization at once, lie did not think 
there would he so many Chinamen here 
this fall BS there were last fall. It would 
be a practical idea to eeud solicitors

Mr. Gordon suggested that a compe- 


tent man should b* paid to watch the 
pickers to see that they do their work 
properly.

.and the capital of the growers to make a
